RESIDENTS on a Walsall 
street are fighting plans for 
a ‘problem quarry 5 , to be al¬ 
lowed to carry on operating 
until 2025. 

Work has been ongoing to fill High- 
fields South Quarry in Walsall Wood 
with non-hazardous waste for six 
years and it was scheduled to have 
finished by next month. 

But more work must go into the project, 
which could be granted extended planning per¬ 
mission for a further nine years. A petition has 
been signed by 88 residents who live on Wood- 
bridge Close in Shelfield. 

They have pleaded with operators Cory En¬ 
vironmental to deal with smells, dust, flies and 
vermin. They argue extending the quarry’s life 
would ‘be an infringement of rights as citizens’. 

Woodbridge Close resident Michael Arm¬ 
strong, who started the petition, said: “There 
were rats, a lot of dust and really bad smells. 
There were nights where the smell had got so 
bad that you had to shut the windows on a hot 
night as you couldn’t breathe because of it. 

Promised 

Mr Armstrong said a group has met with 
Cory Environmental and the firm has ‘prom¬ 
ised to address’ the issues. He added: “They’ve 
been quite co-operative and they seem willing 
to help if there is a problem.” 

Robert Gethin, who also lives on Woodbridge 
Close, said: “It is really bad. It absolutely 
stinks. It is vile. It’s a gas smell. When it gets 
foggy and misty it’s even worse. It makes you 
feel sick. It’s too close to the houses.” 

Walsall Council previously used the quarry 
but now takes its waste to a site near Wolver¬ 
hampton. Council officers have recommended 
the application is approved at a planning com¬ 
mittee meeting later today, Thursday. 

When the planning application was granted 
in 2007, it was thought the quarry would be 
filled by about 300,000 tons every year. 

But since 2010, when the site became fully 
operational, the input has been about 120,000 
tons every year. In council documents Cory En¬ 
vironmental say they have kept in touch with 
residents. 

One resident contacted by the company with¬ 
drew their objection to the quarry being open 
longer after contact with Cory. The company 
also said it had ‘double-checked to ensure 
landfill gas wells are fully sealed’ and provided 
residents with a phone number they can call if 
there are any smells. Regarding dust, the com¬ 
pany said it was ‘continuing to be vigilant’. The 
firm was not available for further comment. 


MEMBERS of a Walsall flower society were 
out in force showing off their colourful efforts 
during an annual display.

She had travelled down to the West Mid¬ 
lands school from Holmfirth in West York¬ 
shire to hand out prizes to the society’s 
members who had made the best efforts. 

Linda is held in such high esteem in hor¬ 
ticultural circles that she has had a fuchsia 
named after her. 

The club meets at Pelsall Social Club, on 
Norton Road, on the third Monday of every 


month and has guest speakers for 11 months 
of the year. The society’s coffers were boosted 
by members and visitors paying for refresh¬ 
ments and raffle tickets. 

The fuchsia flower is a beautiful, exotic 
flower with striking two-tone colors. 

The flowers are often used in summer bed¬ 
ding and containers. 

Varieties can also be used as hedges or as 
permanent plants.

STUDENTS across Walsall 
are celebrating after be¬ 
ing handed some excellent 
GCSE results after years of 
hard work. 

Among those happy with the 
news, staff at St Thomas More 
Catholic School in Willenhall 
said they were ‘delighted’ with 
their results. 

They included students Manraj 
Besran, Sasha Chand, Keerthana 
Kamalnanathan, Rosa Lewis, Sarah 
Osei, Neha Pal and Daniels Valde- 
manis who achieved at least eight 
GCSE grades at A* and A . 

Headteacher Sarah Hatfield said: 
“I am very proud of the GCSE results 
achieved this year. It has been a great 
academic year for the school and we 
are very proud of the accomplish¬ 
ments of our students.” 

Improved 

Bloxwich Academy has recorded a 
‘significant improvement’ in results 
especially in English. In 2015 only 26 
per cent of pupils achieved a grade C. 
This year it has increased to 50 per 
cent. 

Headteacher Andy Seager com¬ 
plimented the hard work of pupils, 
staff and parents adding: “Results 
have dramatically improved over 
just 12 months because the culture 
and ethos at Bloxwich Academy has 
changed completely. When you add 
all the subjects together, pupils are 
achieving on average nearly half a 
grade better than they were this time 
last year. 

“The Academy is going from 
strength to strength, as exemplified 
during our very positive visit from 
Her Majesty’s Inspectors in June and 
I look forward to welcoming many of 
our pupils back to the Sixth Form in 
September.” 


A ‘strong set’ of results was re¬ 
corded at Aldridge School including 
a huge increase in A* grades over¬ 
all, particularly in mathematics and 
sciences. Top student Peter Parcsami 
achieved nine A* and three A grades 
with Bilal Shafiq, James Moss, Eve 
Bailey and Hollie Hutchinson netting 
more than 20 A* and nine A grades 
between them. 

Headteacher David Mountney said: 
“These are a very pleasing set of re¬ 
sults given the radical government 
changes to the exam system which 
has impacted on all Year 11 students. 
These students have coped with these 


challenges in a most mature way. 
They truly deserve their success.” 

At Shire Oak Academy 60 per cent 
of students achieved at least a C in 
both English and Maths, with 100 per 
cent of students leaving the academy 
with at least one GCSE or equivalent. 

Principal Ray Beech paid tribute 
to all students and staff, he said: “I 
would like to congratulate all our stu¬ 
dents on their brilliant GCSE results 
and I would also like to thank all staff 
for their hard work over the course 
of the year. 

“There have been some fantastic 
individual results from a number of 


students and this is a great end to a 
very successful school year for the ac¬ 
ademic. Well done to all and we look 
forward to welcoming many of you to 
our sixth form in September.” 

The Grace Academy in Darlaston 
celebrated its best ever results - with 
12 students netting 50 A* and A 
grades between them. 

There were 12 pupils particu¬ 
larly celebrated who, between them, 
achieved 50 A* or A grades. Kieran 
Hale will be starting at a technical 
college in the autumn with the view 
of becoming an architect. He said: 
“I’m over the moon with my results..” 


Travellers 
nightmare 
continues 
with return 

WALSALL’S travellers nightmare 
shows no sign of ending as a group has 
moved back onto The Delves site in 
Palfrey. Earlier this month travellers 
moved onto three sites in the borough, 
including The Delves. 

It sparked outrage from residents 
who warned that events were ‘going to 
get nasty’ as they blamed the travellers 
for smashing windows with bricks and 
threatening residents. 

Councillor Mohammad Nazir, who 
represents the Palfrey ward along with 
Councillor Allah Ditta and Councillor 
Sabina Ditta, said that he was working 
with the council to bring about a long 
term strategy. 

He said: “This is something that we 
have problems with across the borough 
and more so in Palfrey. We are very for¬ 
tunate to have so many open spaces but 
these get exploited by the travellers. 

“Me and the other two ward coun¬ 
cillors for Palfrey had a meeting with 
Simon Neilson [executive director for 
economy and environment at Walsall 
Council] and we are trying to work with 
neighbouring authorities to stop the 
problem. 

“The travellers are very clever and 
they know how long they can stay on a 
site for and already have their next site 
lined up. If we can have a policy across 
the Black Country then we will be able 
to stop it and get them moved on im¬ 
mediately. I get so many emails and so 
many phone calls from residents calling 
for action but as ward councillors we 
are limited. It is not just them actually 
occupying the land as well it is the an¬ 
ti-social behaviour and the rubbish they 
leave behind.” 

This latest move will come as a bitter 
blow to residents as the site was cleaned 
up from the previous set of travellers. At 
the time Councillor Christopher Jones, 
the portfolio holder for clean and green 
at the Council, described the site as 
‘barely recognisable’ as he helped with 
the clean up operation. 

Drivers to get 
special training 

WALSALL Council plans to train taxi 
drivers to spot signs of child sexual ex¬ 
ploitation (CSE). 

The council, which has already trained 
teachers and doctors to spot signs of 
CSE, will now train hackney carriage 
and private hire drivers. Exact details 
for the training are still being decided. 

Taxi drivers will be asked and trained 
to listen out for nicknames being used, 
addresses being discussed or particular 
vehicles being described. 

They will then pass on any informa¬ 
tion they have to West Midlands Police 
or the council. Training will be free to 
current drivers while new applicants 
will have to pay £10.40. 

The matter was discussed at a licens¬ 
ing and safety meeting, where Councillor 
Aftab Nawaz asked for some flexibility 
over when the training can take place. 

No decision was made at the meeting 
to allow time for more discussions. 
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Beards will 
face retrial 
over rape 
accusation 

A WOMAN found guilty of the man¬ 
slaughter of her friend will be retried 
for rape before the end of the year, it 
has been revealed. 

Julie Beards was found guilty of the 
manslaughter of 20-year-old Susan 
Whiting by a jury at Leicester Crown 
Court in May. The 36-year-old is in 
custody and is awaiting sentence. 

But the Crown Prosecution Ser¬ 
vice has now confirmed that she will 
be hauled before a jury once more on 
December 5. 

Her husband, Steven Beards, has 
already been jailed for 33 years after 
being found guilty of the murder and 
rape of Ms Whiting, who was found 
dead at Julie Beards’ bungalow in 
Heather Close, Bloxwich last August. 

The same jury did not find Julie 
Beards had committed murder under 
joint enterprise, but instead convicted 
her of manslaughter. They were ac¬ 
quitted of deciding if she was guilty 
of rape after indicating they were un¬ 
likely to reach a majority verdict on 
the charge. 

For several days Ms Whiting’s fam¬ 
ily had to travel to Leicester Crown 
Court to hear the gruesome details 
of her killing. But the CPS has con¬ 
firmed the retrial will be held closer 
to home at Birmingham Crown Court. 

Ms Whiting, who had a learning 
impairment, had met Mrs Beards at 
Walsall Adult and Community Col¬ 
lege where they were both students. 
She was last seen alive by her family 
on Sunday, August 16, when she was 
dropped off at Julie Beards’ bungalow 
for a sleepover. 

Supermarket 
plan for area 

A NEW supermarket could be built in 
Walsall, under new plans. 

The supermarket would be built at 
312 Pleck Road, next to the currently 
closed Jeevan Jyot Indian restaurant 
- formerly the Forge and Fettle pub. 

A total of five jobs would be created 
and nearby parking spaces for the 
restaurant would be reduced to 12 
from 30 to cater for the new build, ac¬ 
cording to plans submitted to Walsall 
Council. 

A report, lodged with the planning 
application, reads: “The proposed 
retail use would be beneficial in the 
area as the majority of the surround¬ 
ing area is residential, so a retail su¬ 
permarket would be welcomed by the 
local community and help to regener¬ 
ate the area itself.”

hold by club 

A RAMBLING club will not be hold¬ 
ing its normal weekly walk as mem¬ 
bers head on their annual trip to The 
Cotswolds on Sunday. Bosses at Chase 
Ramblers said its programme of local 
walks would resume next week. 


Care agency under fire from watchdog 


DOZENS of people cared for through a Black Coun¬ 
try agency were put at risk because staff were not 
properly checked before they were employed, in¬ 
spectors have found. 

Civicare Midlands Ltd, which has its offices based 
on High Road in Willenhall, and predominantly cov¬ 
ers Walsall and Wolverhampton, was found by Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) inspectors to be badly 
led, unresponsive to people’s needs and that it did 
not always care for people in a ‘caring, dignified and 
respectful way’. 

It has now been placed in ‘special measures’ and 
must undergo another inspection within six months. 
If insufficient progress has been made later, it could 
have its registration removed. In one case a person 


in Civicare’s care had epilepsy - but staff were una¬ 
ware they had the condition. The risks of them hav¬ 
ing the condition were not assessed and staff were 
unaware whether the person had experienced any 
recent seizures. 

Despite the damning report, the agency’s bosses 
has described the problems as only ‘minor’ and 
vowed everything was being addressed. 

The CQC visited on May 19. At the time the pro¬ 
vider supported 53 people living in their own homes. 

Inspectors said they assessed the safety, respon¬ 
siveness and leadership of the agency as ‘inade¬ 
quate’ and said the effectiveness and the level of 
care ‘required improvement’. The CQC had made 
another visit last September and found insufficient 


progress had been made since. Civicare staff were 
sometimes unable to outline risks of how people 
with diabetes needed help with food and drink and 
how they should be treated to keep them safe. 

Others were unclear how to monitor potential 
pressure areas and report concerns. One said they 
had received training - but did not know what a 
developing pressure area would look like. Civicare 
Midlands Limited was established in 1998. 

In response to the report director Nash Kho- 
sla said: “We are working with the CQC to get 
everything sorted out. They did raise some issues, 
but they were only minor issues and they are all 
being addressed. I am 100 per cent confident by the 
next inspection everything will be fine.” 


Surgery criticised for 
catalogue of failings 


A GP surgery with some 2,000 patients that did 
not have any leads or pads for its defibrillator 
has been placed into special measures. 

Lower Farm Health Centre in Bloxwich has been 
slammed by the Care Quality Commission, with inspec¬ 
tors rating the service inadequate in two separate re¬ 


ports. 

During their two visits to 
the centre inspectors found a 
catalogue of failings including: 
Patients not always receiving 
apologies when mistakes were 
made; risks to patients were 
not always assessed and well 
managed; not all patients felt 
cared for, supported and lis¬ 
tened to. 

Also the practice did not 
have a leaflet or a web site for 
online access, there were no 
leads or pads for the surgery’s 
defibrillator, and gaps in re¬ 
cruitment checks for new em¬ 
ployees were found. 

In the first report the health 
centre was rated inadequate 
for its safety, effectiveness and 
leadership, while it was told 
to improve its responsiveness 
and level of caring. But after 
a second inspection last month 
its responsiveness has been 
bumped down to inadequate. 

Inspectors originally visited 
the surgery on May 18 for a 
full inspection, but revisited 
the surgery on July 8 after 
concerns were raised about its 
responsiveness. Both reports 
were published on August 25. 

A report on the surgery 
said: “Staff understood their 
responsibilities to raise con¬ 
cerns, and to report incidents 
and near misses. However, the 
systems in place to review and 
investigate incidents were not 
thorough enough. Patients did 
not always receive an apology. 

“The practice did not have 
a system for shared learn¬ 
ing, they did not hold regular 
practice or clinical meetings 
and they were not attending 
external meetings with other

healthcare professionals. 
Risks to patients were not al¬ 
ways assessed and well man¬ 
aged, for example there were 
no care plans for vulnerable 
people at risk of acute ad¬ 
mission and the practice did 
not establish a clear system 
for receiving medicines and 
healthcare products regula¬ 
tory (MHRA) alerts. 

“The majority of patients 
said they were treated with 
compassion, dignity and re¬ 
spect. However, data from the 
GP patient survey identified 
that, of those responding not 
all felt cared for, supported 
and listened to. 

“There was limited infor¬ 
mation available about ser¬ 
vices; the practice did not 
have a practice leaflet or a 
web site for online access.” 

Dr Hammad Lodhi, who is 
in the process of taking over 
the surgery from Dr Taj Khat- 
tak, said the centre had made 
improvements and was work¬ 
ing with Walsall’s Clinical 
Commissioning Group. 

He said: “I was not at the 
practice for the first inspec¬ 
tion and was only in the job 
two days at the time of the 
second inspection. We have 
had a big recruitment drive 
since then. At the time of the 
inspection there no was no 
manager and no nurses, now 
we have a practice nurse, a 
manager, myself as a GP, a 
locum doctor, three full-time 
admin staff and more. We 
have made improvements and 
actions are being taken.”

Katie Humpage was found dead at her flat in 
Burrowes Street, Birchills, Walsall, on Tues¬ 
day July 26.

Academy,in Furzebank Way, on Sunday. 
Miss Humpage had previously worked at 
the school. She last taught at South Wolver¬ 
hampton and Bilston Academy.The money 
raised will go to MIND Birmingham - a char¬ 
ity for mental health. 


Organiser Chloe Ball, aged 21, who Miss 
Humpage taught for A-level English and law, 
said: “We had a football tournament with 14 
teams taking part. We had games including 
name the teddy and guess the sweets in the 
jar. We also had a bouncy castle, burger van 
and ice cream van.” 

Chloe, of Short Heath, Willenhall, said: 
“I wanted something good in her memory 
because she helped me a lot during school.” 

An inquest was opened on Miss Humpage 
at Black Country Coroners Court in Old¬ 
bury. It was adjourned until September 15.

Force 

MORE cannabis plants were seized 
by West Midlands Police than by any 
other force, new figures show. 

Statistics showed in 2014/15 the 
force discovered more than 54,700 
plants - significantly higher than 
the second largest haul of 41,569 
seized by Greater Manchester Po¬ 
lice in the same year. In the wider 
West Midlands area, incorporating 
other forces, a total of 69,803 plants 


were seized. Factories used to be dis¬ 
mantled by regular officers but West 
Midlands Police set up a dedicated 
Cannabis Team following a dramatic 
rise in production. 

This is made up of 10 members 
including a manager and a foren¬ 
sics expert. Their role is to dispose 
of equipment used to grow plants, 
recycling anything if possible, re¬ 
moving plants and chemicals and 


ensuring buildings are safe. Canna¬ 
bis growing has continued to blight 
the region since. More recent figures 
revealed West Midlands Police seized 
£9 million worth of the class B drug 
in 2015/16. 

The figure was actually down on 
the previous year when £10,163,700 
worth was recovered however the 
number of actual factories found shot 
up from 88 to 129.

And there have continued to be 
high profile raids this year. 

Nearly £2million worth of canna¬ 
bis and more than 3,800 plants were 
seized in a single fortnight across 
the West Midlands and Staffordshire 
after a force crackdown. Between 
April 7 and 22, homes in Smethwick, 
Wolverhampton, Dudley as well as 
Staffordshire and Birmingham were 
raided. The haul totalled £1,990,800. 


Manor hit by children's 
A&E ban for Stafford

MANOR Hospital’s A&E is 
set to see an influx of ex¬ 
tra patients after children’s 
services were deemed 
‘clinically unsafe’ and sus¬ 
pended at Stafford’s Coun¬ 
ty Hospital. 

The shock closure came into 
force last Thursday morning 
and will see parents from Staf¬ 
ford forced to travel miles for 
alternative services, including 
at Walsall. 

Hospital bosses say the measure 
is ‘short term’, but were unable to 
say how long it would be until it re¬ 
opened. The move is due to a lack of 
staff trained in paediatrics and an¬ 
aesthetics, including resuscitation 
and life-support. 

The Children’s Emergency Centre 
at Stafford sees around 900 children 
a month. Health chiefs at the Manor 
Hospital confirmed they expected to 
see a ‘small number’ of additional 
patients due to the move. 

Steven Vaughan, Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust interim Chief Oper¬ 
ating Officer, said: “After discussing 
this with our colleagues at Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals North Midlands we 
are expecting a small number of ad¬ 
ditional patients to come to Walsall. 
Our emergency department and 
paediatric teams will work to ensure 
patients are seen promptly and the 
situation will be closely monitored.” 

Less than 24-hours before the 
shock announcement at Stafford, 
bosses at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust revealed they had their own 
staffing challenges with nearly 400 
vacancies to fill including in the 
paediatric outpatients department. 
They were unable to say whether 
the developments at Stafford would 
add to their own workforce issues. 

Earlier this year a cap was in¬ 
troduced reducing the number of 
births at the Manor Hospital by 700 
to 4,200 in 2016/17 due to growing 
pressure on maternity services. 

Bosses at New Cross Hospital 
in Wednesfield confirmed they ex¬ 
pected to see up to 300 extra pa¬ 
tients a month.

It took place in Gallery Square as pop sensations 
Stooshe and Walsall indie band The Assist took time out 
perform in front of an excited crowd. 

Saturday’s Pride was followed by an after party, with 
The Red Lion Pub in Park Street, holding cabaret shows 
among other events across the town. 

Lisa and Sharon Mason-Roberts, got married earlier 
this year and had come to the event to represent the 
West Midlands Amputee Support Group charity, based 
in Darlaston. Lisa, aged 49, said: “We were there to sup¬ 


port the gay community of Walsall. We’re gay ourselves 
and got married ourself earlier this year. We like to sup¬ 
port everything that goes on in Walsall and it’s a lovely 
community. It’s important to have events like this to 
bring people together.” 

A parade was originally planned to have marched 
through the town to launch the event but had to be can¬ 
celled when the marching band pulled out. 

Ian Taylor, 58, from West Bromwich, was kitted out 
in head-to-toe in rainbow accessories. He said events like 
Pride were important. “I’m usually a marshall for Bir¬ 
mingham pride, he said. “I think it’s important to have 
events like this to show that there are different kinds of 
people in the world and we’re not all stigmatised.” 


Father of 
ex-Wolves 
star died on 
night out 

THE father of ex-Wolves striker Leon 
Clarke died after being punched in 
the head and then falling off his bike. 

Darel Clarke, of West Avenue, 
Wednesfield, died on January 2 after 
New Year’s Eve celebrations turned 
sour. Det Sgt Angela Baggott told 
Black Country Coroners Court that 
50-year-old Clarke had got into an 
altercation with Dillon Price at The 
Boat Inn, Wednesfield. 

She said: “Mr Clarke jumped on Mr 
Price’s back and threw a number of 
punches. Mr Price turned around and 
punched him once, which knocked 
him out. He left the pub to go to the 
Royal Tiger, two or three minutes 
away. He took his bike. Witnesses said 
people were asking him if he wanted 
an ambulance but he refused. He 
went outside and got on his bike, but 
fell off, hitting his head.” 

An ambulance was called. He was 
found to have a bleed on the brain at 
New Cross Hospital, and it was de¬ 
cided the next day that nothing could 
be done to save him and his life sup¬ 
port was turned off. 

Dr Nicholas Hunt said in his pa¬ 
thologists report, which was read out 
by Black Country senior coroner Zafar 
Siddique, that it could not be deter¬ 
mined whether the punch or the blow 
to the head after Mr Clarke fell from 
his bike had killed him. 

DS Baggott said that no further ac¬ 
tion was taken against Mr Price after 
his initial arrest. 

Delivering an open verdict, Mr Sid¬ 
dique said: “I can’t be sure in terms of 
which of the blows caused his death.”

ADOPTION and fostering teams in 
Walsall have been praised for their 
work in providing homes for some 
of the borough’s most vulnerable 
children and young people. Council 
officers have praised workers in the 
sector as part of their latest report. 

The report written by Walsall Coun¬ 
cil’s assistant director for early help, 
Andrea Potts, claims that recruiting 
an additional 18 new fostering house¬ 
holds coupled with the appointment of 
a specialist recruitment and promo¬ 
tions worker is helping promote fos¬ 
tering across the borough, helping to 
recruit new fostering families to care 
for Walsall children. 

Councillor Rose Burley, Education 
and Children’s Services chief said: 
“It’s encouraging to see the outcomes 
that are being achieved.”

Fraudster 
in £43,000 
claims is 
spared jail 

A 60-YEAR-OLD trickster who ille¬ 
gally pocketed more than £43,000 in 
a long-running benefits fraud was 
spared jail. Mohammed Ali kept the 
fact he part-owned two houses secret 
from the Department of Work and 
Pensions for almost 14 years. He had 
made a legitimate claim for benefits 
after falling ill in 2003 and started 
collecting income support, employ¬ 
ment support and council tax benefit. 

Then the family was hit by tragedy, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

One of his sons was killed in a 
road accident which left another son 
severely disabled and this led to an 
insurance pay out of more than a 
million pounds to the badly-injured 
survivor. Ali’s name was on the deeds 
of two houses subsequently bought 
by the family in Hunter Crescent and 
Harder Road in 2009 and 2010. 

This put the value of his assets over 
the £16,000 ceiling for those who can 
legitimately claim the benefits he was 
receiving. But Ali did not tell the au¬ 
thorities of the change in his circum¬ 
stances and continued to pocket the 
payouts for a further 14 years. 

Following a tip-off Department of 
Work and Pensions officials launched. 

Ali, who was of previous good char¬ 
acter, insisted that his son had only 
put his name on the deeds to allow 
him to collect rent from the tenants. 

Officials argued that he had been 
gifted a share of the houses. The de¬ 
fendant from Gower Street, Walsall 
continued to deny illegally claiming 
benefits but was found guilty of five 
charges of illegally obtaining bene¬ 
fits and one of making a false state¬ 
ment after a trial. Recorder Stewart 
Sprawson gave Ali a nine month jail 
sentence suspended for two years. He 
said: “The explanation you gave for 
how your name appeared on the deeds 
was ludicrous. You have failed at any 
stage to acknowledge your guilt. But 
you suffer from both physical and 
mental difficulties.” 

Terrorism fears 
over travel plans 

MORE than four in 10 people in the 
West Midlands are concerned about 
terrorism affecting their travel plans, 
according to new research. 

A survey conducted by Interna¬ 
tional Travel and Healthcare, con¬ 
ducted with YouGov, showed 26 per 
cent believed travel insurance policies 
usually covered the cost of cancelling 
a trip if an act of terrorism had oc¬ 
curred, while 29 per cent believed it 
covered the cost of cutting a trip short 
for the same reason. 

Some 38 per cent believed travel 
insurance would provide cover for de¬ 
lays as a result of an act of terrorism 
when the reality is few, if any, are cov¬ 
ered under standard travel insurance. 

Also, 30 per cent who had taken out 
travel insurance always read their 
policy wording fully with 50 per cent 
reading only ‘some parts’.

Mayor says under fire 
road humps must stay 


CONTROVERSIAL speed humps 
that motorists claim have damaged 
their cars should remain in place, 
according to the mayor of Walsall. 

Hundreds of people signed a petition 
calling for the humps on Goscote Lane, 
Bloxwich, to be ripped up and lowered, 
insisting that the undersides of their cars 
were catching against them. 

The traffic calming measures were installed 
to tackle speedsters after a number of serious 
collisions in recent years, and Councillor Kath 
Phillips believes they are exactly what the area 
needed. She said: “It been a speeding road for a 
very long time. Having the speed bumps there 
is the best thing that could have happened. 
Most of the residents I represent there are 
more than delighted. 

“People have got to slow down, there have 
been so many accidents. I came home in a taxi 
once and the driver was doing 70mph down 
there. As far as I’m aware, people are more 
than happy that the bumps are there. The only 
people who aren’t happy are the ones who want 
to speed and use it as a short cut instead of 
using the main road to Bloxwich. 

Bouncing 

“It’s taken years to get anything done. I’ve 
seen cars bouncing over them at speed, it’s not 
a very clever thing to do. It won’t do their cars 
any good. When I go over them I slow right 
down, and haven’t had any problems. If people 
use them properly and drive as they should, 
there is no problem. 

“I think in general, too much speeding goes 
on in this country. I’m a magistrate at Can¬ 
nock, and we see about 200 speeding motorists 
a week. If people saw the results of some of 
the accidents cause by speeding, it would slow 
them down.” 

The idea to install the humps was first touted 
following 14 crashes between 2010 and 2013 
on the route. In December 2012 a car ploughed 
into a home in nearby Goscote Place causing 
thousands of pounds worth of damage, and res¬ 
idents claimed it was the third time a vehicle 
had left the road and careered into a home in 
the area in 10 years. 

That same month a Ford Fiesta ST over¬ 
turned leaving two people inside requiring 
hospital treatment. So far the petition has 
garnered 915 signatures.

SAN DWELL & Dudley railway station 
didn’t get off to the best start. When it 
was upgraded to inter-city status amid 
much fanfare back in 1984, the driver 
of the first express train forgot to stop, 
leaving the civic bigwigs stranded on the 
platform. 

Now with threats of cuts to its inter-city 
services, our local leaders are fighting 
back. West Midlands Rail, a consortium 
of councils across the West Midlands, 
says Sandwell & Dudley should be mod¬ 
ernised to reflect its status as a “Black 
Country hub”. 

Normally, I switch off the moment any¬ 
body says the word ‘hub’. But any invest¬ 
ment in the Black Country’s threadbare 
rail network is something that should be 
welcomed. 

The problem with Sandwell & Dudley is 
that, despite its grandiose name, it is a 
bit in the middle of nowhere. Before the 
inter-city upgrade, it was plain Oldbury, 
but even that was a bit above its station. 
In truth, it is next to a tyre fitter’s between 
Oldbury and West Brom. Which is great 
if you want to go to London while having 
your tyres fitted, but that tends to be a 
niche market. 

What they should have done was up¬ 
graded Dudley Port, up the road in Tip- 
ton, instead. This, too, is a bit out of the 
way, but it was also an interchange for 
the old South Staffordshire line, which 
used to link up with Stourbridge, Dudley, 
Wednesbury, Walsall and Lichfield. Im¬ 
agine if that was reopened, and you could 
get from Wednesbury to London or Man¬ 
chester with just one change. That would 
put the Black Country on the rail map. A 
hub with spokes. 

As recently as last year there were 
plans to introduce a rudimentary very 
light rail service linking Dudley Port to 
Dudley town centre. I thought it was fan¬ 
tastic, but local government deemed it a 
threat to its beloved Midland Metro. 

We could have seen the first stage of 
reconnecting vast swathes of the Black 
Country to the national rail network. In¬ 
stead, we got an artists’ impression of a 
tram outside Dudley Zoo.

Insight into the lives 
of ‘ordinary’ soldiers

A historian has captured the 
mood of troops in the Great 
War through their own words. 

TOM OAKLEY reports 

IT tells the tales of men from 
across Staffordshire and the 
Black Country who fought for 
their King and country in the First 
World War. 

South Staffords at War is an anthology 
with collections of biographies, newspa¬ 
per reports and diaries from 25 years of 
research on soldiers of the South Staf¬ 
fordshire Regiment. 

Collated by Andrew Thornton, who is orig¬ 
inally from Cannock, it gives an insight into 
the life of soldiers including former workers 
with the Chronicle’s sister paper, the Express 
& Star - Joseph Nicholls of Wombourne and 
Ronald Lerry of Oswestry. 

The work is split into two volumes, with 
both of them featuring soldiers’ stories from 
the Great War. 

Soldiers from across the West Midlands - 
Hednesford, Cannock, Walsall, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Tipton, among others - are included. 

Thinking 

Andrew told of how words written by the 
troops during the war are sometimes neglected 
in books. 

He said: “Fve been interested in soldiers of 
the South Staffordshire Regiment for about 25 
years now. 

“I wanted to tell the soldiers’ stories, and 
use their letters, because I don’t think many 
people know what the soldiers were thinking 
at the time. 

“There are constantly articles of the untold 
story but usually it isn’t untold and it’s been 
told many times before. 

“I just wanted to put their own words and 
thoughts out there for people to read them¬ 
selves. 

“I think a lot of time, similar books focus 
only on the soldiers on war memorials, but this 
book tells the story of those that survived the 
war as well as soldiers that died.” 

Andrew was invited to Westminster Abbey 
earlier this year after his work was spotted 
on Facebook. He contributed the account of a 


soldier, Sidney Richards, from West Bromwich, 
who was at Gommecourt on July 1, 1916. 

The words were read out by an actor in front 
an audience featuring the Queen and former 
Prime Minister David Cameron. 

Andrew added: “The book tells the tales of 
ordinary soldiers. 

“A lot of people read war poetry and about 
those that have been executed at war for deser¬ 
tion, but these are just ordinary soldiers that 
don’t get much recognition usually. 

“Fve been researching soldiers for 25 years 


now, since I was at Wolverhampton University. 
It’s been a long time but Fve had a bit of time 
on my hands recently. 

“I’d been helping people with their own 
books so I thought it was time to do my own,” 
he added. 

“I enjoy being able to find out about the men 
and sharing the stories. It’s nice to be able to 
get hold of a piece of information like a letter or 
name and seeing what you can find out about 
them.” 

Andrew, who now works as a full-time his¬ 


torical researcher, has used various methods to 
gather the stories and letters to go in the book, 
many of which were published in local newspa¬ 
pers during the Great War. 

Others are from diaries which have been pro¬ 
vided by relatives of the soldiers. 

“It’s nice if relatives of people in the book 
might come across it and find out something 
they didn’t know. That’s why I do it,” Andrew 
added. 

The books are currently available on Amazon 
and from The Museum of Cannock Chase.

Young people, and par¬ 
ticularly first year uni¬ 
versity students are at an 
increased risk from menin¬ 
gococcal bacteria which can 
cause meningitis and septi¬ 
caemia. Early signs can go 
undetected, and in young 
people can be put down to 
a bout of the flu, or even a 
hangover. There are five 
main groups of meningococ¬ 
cal bacteria that commonly 
cause disease, Men A, B, C, 
WandY. 

A report published last 
year showed a 430 per cent 
increase in Men W cases 
from 2009 to 2014, leading 
to the nationwide intro¬ 
duction of a Meningococcal 
ACWY vaccine for teenagers 


and young people through 
the NHS. Last year, 14 and 
15-year-olds began to be 
vaccinated at school, and a 
top-up programme was in¬ 
troduced for 17 and 18-year- 
olds through their GP. 

Although they were con¬ 
tacted by post about the 
vaccine, only 35 per cent 
of this age group made an 
appointment, meaning that 
thousands are still at risk. 
Taking exams, completing 
course work, passing your 
driving test and going to the 
pub can all get in the way of 
putting your health first at 
this age. 

This is why we are calling 
on parents to talk to them 
about the vaccine now, be¬ 
fore they head off to uni.

A BARREN piece of land has been 
transformed into a community garden 
for Walsall residents. 

The piece of land off Carless Street, 
in Calmore, has become Caldmore 
Community Garden after a near five- 
year transformation process was com¬ 
pleted. 

The derelict land was originally 
owned by Walsall Housing Group but 
residents of Caldmore came together 
to take control of the land and turn it 
around. 

Now residents are able to pay £5 a

He said: “It was a derelict piece of 
land owned by the housing group but 
residents came together through the 
village festival group to propose some¬ 
thing different for the land. 

“Fruit and veg do not grow in Asda 


and Tesco so I was keen to encourage 
people to get growing their own food. 

“I think it is a really positive step 
for the area and residents have already 
taken a lot of pride in it. 

“It is a wonderful place to spend 
some time. It is important to remem¬ 
ber that some people do not have ac¬ 
cess to a garden where they live so this 
is great for them.” 

As well as being a tranquil area to 
spend some time relaxing and a veg¬ 
etable patch, the garden also hosts an 
open cinema.

Green ideas needed in 
region, 

AREAS of the Black Coun¬ 
try are in ‘desperate need of 
‘green’ ideas’, according to 
the departing leader of the 
Green Party. 

Natalie Bennett - who has 
spearheaded the party for four 
years but will soon step down - 
said small, independent business¬ 
es could revitalise the economy in 
Wolverhampton and Walsall. 

The Australian-born former jour¬ 
nalist visited both areas as part of a 
farewell tour. 

In its 2015 General Election mani¬ 
festo the Green Party pledged to pro¬ 
mote small businesses.

The money goes 
out of the area and very often into the 
nearest tax haven. What we need is 
strong, local economies.” 

Ms Bennett visited Big Centre TV 
in Walsall before stopping off at the 
Refugee and Migrant Centre in Wol¬ 
verhampton and the city’s Gatis Com¬ 
munity Space, where she was shown 
around by Director Maria Billington.

A HOSPITAL worker in Walsall is attacked 
almost once every two days, figures have re¬ 
vealed - and the problem is getting worse. 

The trust which runs the Manor Hospital has 
confirmed in 12 months there were 174 incidents of 


physical violence or assau 

In 65 of the cases a physi¬ 
cal injury was inflicted to an 
employee’s person. The fig¬ 
ures, obtained by a freedom 
of information request, re¬ 
late to the period from April 
1, 2015, to March 31 this 
year and show a substantial 
increase on the number of 
reports on previous years. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust explained that attacks 
occur for a range of reasons 
including patients being 
under the influence of drugs 
or alcohol as well as also 
being related to their own 
medical condition. 

The Manor’s medical 
director Amir Khan said: 
“We do not tolerate acts of 
violence and aggression to¬ 
wards our staff, who work 
extremely hard to deliver 
care often in challenging cir¬ 
cumstances. However, there 
may be occasions when our 
staff have to treat a patient 


ts against staff.

displaying behaviour that 
puts themselves, or others, 
at risk of harm. 

“This can be for a num¬ 
ber of reasons including 
patients who are under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs 
or it is possible that a per¬ 
son’s health condition or 
medication could also cause 
them to display aggression.” 

Figures for previous years 
indicate the problems are 
getting worse despite a yel¬ 
low and red card system 
being introduced to warn 
and even exclude patients.

Cyclists back on track with velodrome

CYCLISTS inspired by the success of 
the Rio Olympics can get back in the 
saddle and take advantage of a new¬ 
ly-reopened velodrome. 

Work to replace fencing around the 
track perimeter has now been com¬ 
pleted at the velodrome, at Hugh Por¬ 
ter Way, in Wolverhampton. 

The project has taken two months to 
complete and the velodrome was tem¬ 
porarily off limits. 

The decision to replace the ageing 
fence at the council-run leisure centre 
was taken earlier this year in order to 
safeguard the long-term future of cy¬ 
cling at the venue. 


British Cycling funded the majority 
of the project, with contributions from 
the Wolverhampton City Council, the 
Wolverhampton Wheelers Cycling 
Club who are regular users of the cycle 
track and the Bob Maitland Legacy 
Fund, which promotes racing cycling 
in the West Midlands. 

The work included track repairs, re¬ 
placement of drainage covers and the 
painting of new track lines. 

Kevin Smith, of Wolverhampton 
Wheelers Cycling Club, who lives in 
Willenhall, was among the cyclists who 
took advantage of the facility when it 
reopened last Monday. 


John Ireson, of Wolverhampton 
Wheelers, has had lots of enquiries 
from cyclists keen to join after British 
Olympic success, and believes having 
the reopened facility will help turn in¬ 
terest into members. 

He said: “It’s very good news that 
it’s reopened. We were using the run¬ 
ning track while the velodrome was 
closed. It’s good to have a closed cir¬ 
cuit, it provides a safe environment for 
our members, who range from age six 
to 91. 

“We’ve got just short of 400 mem¬ 
bers at the moment, but since just last 
Friday I’ve had over 50 enquiries.”

Volunteers engineer 
First Cut re-enactment 


THIS weekend, canal en¬ 
gineer James Brindley will 
be returning to Compton. 
Or at least a member of 
the Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre team, 
dressed as him will. 

It will be part of a re-enact¬ 
ment of the historic start of 
the Staffordshire & Worcester¬ 
shire Canal at Compton Lock 
on Sunday (September 4). 

It was in the first week in Sep¬ 
tember 1766, that the first spade 
went into the ground, the First 
Cut, near the junction of Compton 
Road and Henwood Lane, just in¬ 
side the Wolverhampton boundary. 

This was to be the first major

transport link across the country, 
and the stretch through Tettenhall 
to Compton was to be the highest 
level of the canal, and Compton 
Lock, the first descent towards the 
Severn, was to set the width of all 
subsequent locks. 

Brindley had made his name de¬ 
signing the Duke of Bridgwater’s 
canal in Lancashire, and was to 
head a team building the Trent 
& Mersey and then the Staffs & 
Worcs from Stourport, on the Sev¬ 
ern, to Great Haywood and the the 
River Trent, opening up the coun¬ 
try to Black Country coal and iron 
goods, via the Birmingham Canal 


Navigations which linked to the 
new canal in 1772 at Aldersley. 

This year is also the 300th an¬ 
niversary of Brindley’s birth, but 
ill-health meant he never saw the 
revolution in transport he created. 

The canals were dug by hand, 
with shovel and wheelbarrow, and 
the re-enactment will also be a 
tribute to those many labourers, 
those ‘navvies’, who toiled to build 
the marvellous engineering feat 
which is the British canal network. 

The re-enactment will take place 
from 11am at Compton Lock, and 
‘Mr Brindley’ will then lead his 
team along the towpath of ‘his’ 
canal the 800 yards to the Herit¬ 
age Centre at Tettenhall Station, 
to unveil an exhibition about ‘The 
First Cut’.

Brum beats all for 
David as Tempest 
time finally arrives 


H e could have landed 
the biggest jobs in op¬ 
era, but David Bintley 
has stayed in Birmingham 
for 21 years. 

An avid Villa fan, he loves the city and 
loves how embedded the Birmingham 
Royal Ballet is in the cultural landscape. 
Better offers may well have been made, but 
Bintley is a proud, honorary Brummie. 

The former dancer who graduated to 
become artistic director of BRB - and who 
received a CBE for his services to dance 
in the Queen’s 2001 Honours - has been 
working hard on his latest project, a pro¬ 
duction of The Tempest, which runs at the 
city’s Hippodrome from October 1 to 8. 

It will conclude BRB’s 2016 Shakespeare 
season and was created with composer 
Sally Beammish, designer Rae Smith (War 
Horse) and lighting technician Bruno Poet 
(Miss Saigon). 

“I’ve been thinking about doing The 
Tempest for more than 30 years,” confirms 
David. “I was really waiting for the right 
composer to come along. Four years ago I 
heard the music of Sally Beamish and that 
was it. Within a week we were in touch. 

Terrific 

“I’m particularly pleased because it’s the 
first time a female composer has written a 
full-length ballet and I think it’s great. It’s 
absolutely terrific. I started choreographing 
it last August and now there’s a big push. 

It’s full steam ahead.” 

Fans have an extra incentive to attend the 
opening night - The Tempest will receive 
its world premiere on October 1. Bintley 
will conjure Prospero’s magical isle from 
Shakespeare’s late masterpiece into a 
spellbinding new work of ballet theatre. 

The Tempest is a powerful story of a 
man determined to right past wrongs by all 
means in his power. The creative collab¬ 
oration with Beamish, Smith and Poet 
intertwines themes of love, loyalty, and loss, 
punctuated by a comic duo, more than one 
dastardly conspiracy and a spectacular 
danced masque featuring gods and spirits. 

“I am particularly excited about working 
with composers,” Bintley adds. “I’ve been 
doing that since I was really young, since 


1983. It’s really thrilling. Rather than just 
taking music off the CD shelf, working with 
a living composer is more exciting. 

“We sort of took two years to write the 
music. Sally wrote it but I was consult¬ 
ed every step of the way, I was making 
suggestions as to length times or where 
there should be pauses so that we could 
introduce comedy. 

“In terms of design we had Rae Smith, 
who is another lady, and whose most 
famous show was War Horse. She created 
wonderful designs rich in fantasy. I know 
I thought about this 30 years ago but 
sometimes you just have to wait that long. 
You have a very vague idea initially and that 
becomes more and more refined until the 
day you walk in the studio.” 

Bintley is proud of his work with BRB 
and has been thrilled by its progress. He 
remains excited about its future and is de¬ 
lighted that it is internationally-renowned. 

“I celebrated 20 years last year of being 
with the company and it doesn’t seem like 
two decades. It’s been such a thrill being 
here and seeing the company grow, seeing 
the quality improve and watching the repu¬ 
tation improve. 

“It’s great being here, there’s room to 
breathe. Ballet is an art form that in some 
quarters is considered elitest and out of 
reach. But in Birmingham, it’s just another 
part of the city. We are about more than just 
putting on a show. There’s education work 
and connections with business and other 
arts. We’re part of the cultural landscape. 
That to me is fantastic. 

“A company like this is continually evolv¬ 
ing. We have more than 100 artists in terms 
of dancers and musicians and that’s to say 
nothing of the admin and back-up. It’s a big 
institution but it feels like a family.” 

Bintley’s work spans many genres. He’s 
been responsible for huge, populist mas- 
terworks like Cinderella and Beauty and the 
Beast as well as cutting edge, contempo¬ 
rary dance. Personally, I like the range,” he 
adds. “I don’t want to get trapped in one 
kind of piece. I like everything. But the thing 
I enjoy most is working with composers and 
making new things. 

“It was wonderful to receive the CBE. 

It was recognition of the work I’ve done 
with everybody. It’s never one person, it’s 
always about the team. I just love being 
in this position and being able to develop

other people’s careers.” For a while, Bintley 
combined his BRB job with a similar role in 
Tokyo. It didn’t last. “I gave that up a couple 
of years ago. I did four years as artistic di¬ 
rector and two years prior to that. I loved it. 

I love Japan. It was enormously eye-open¬ 
ing to direct two companies. 

“I gave it up because for six years I lived 
in jetlag land. In the end that was enough. I

made six trips a year and it was a killer.” 

He has big plans after The Tempest. “We 
have the usual excitements of the year with 
The Nutcracker coming back at Christmas. 
Then on the far horizon, we have a very 
exciting project surrounding what I would 
call new choreography. That’s something 
that will be announced in the autumn.”

Memories of time at the top are a bit Dodgy 

H 


e calls an hour before we’re 
due to chat, to make sure well 
call him at the appointed time. 

‘Just making sure you’ll be alright,” says Matthew 
Priest, drummer with Britpop stalwarts Dodgy. 

Then, like an archetypal rock’n’roller, Priest is nowhere 
to be found when we try to contact him. We leave a voice- 
mail. Nothing. Time passes. Nothing. 

Dodgy by name. Dodgy by nature. 

And then he calls back and is more apologetic than a 
railways announcer when leaves are all over the line. 

“The service on our mobiles is hopeless,” he says. “It 
keeps going in and out. It serves us right for living in the 
country.” 

Priest was one of the lynchpins of Britpop, with the 
band’s famous links to the West Midlands, namely 
Bromsgrove and Redditch, as the drummer for power 
pop-rock trio Dodgy, he enjoyed hits with Staying Out For 
The Summer, If You’re Thinking Of Me, Good Enough, 
among others. 

Their third album, Free Peace Sweet, earned a plati¬ 
num disc for cracking the 400,000 sales mark in the UK 
and cemented their place in the nation’s affections. 

And then it all unravelled... 

Singer Nigel Clark grew disillusioned and Dodgy were 
no more. 

“We had those four years when it was full-on. It was a 
lifestyle,” Priest explains. “Those things have to be 100 
per cent full-on, you have to throw yourself into it com¬ 
pletely and put everything else second. 

“That’s one of the reasons why Nigel got disillusioned. 
He had two kids 18 months apart and he put his kids first. 

“There are lots of rock stars out there that put the

drinking first or the band, but Nigel didn’t. And all credit 
to him for that. This time around, we’re being a little bit 
more respectful and canny about having families and the 
band as well.” 

Priest can’t remember the minutiae of Dodgy’s rise. 
Things got a little foggy after four-day benders. “There 
are memories I like and things I wish I could forget. It’s 
like flashbacks, you know. 

“There was a tour or a European date that was great 
fun. There was being in a studio recording Grassman 
and Staying Out For The Summer. There was the reac¬ 
tion from the fans at small gigs. There’s loads of different 
things that come in and float around, but it would take a 
better man than me to put them in order. 

“Everyone has something where they are firing on all 
cylinders and achieving things, you don’t have to be in a 


band for that.” Dodgy were performing at the big Camper 
Calling festival over the weekend at Ragley Hall, in 
Warwickshire, alongside ABC, The Magic Numbers, The 
Hoosiers and Toploader. 

“They seem to be throwing a lot of money at it and 
they want to make a go of it,” Clark says of the festival. “It 
promises to be good. I want to stay ‘til the Saturday and 
watch ABC. I loved them back in the day, when I was 12. 

I loved Lexicon of Love. 

“Magic Numbers are on just after us, too, and they’re 
mates, so I’ll probably stay for that. 

“With festivals, it all depends on who’s on and what it’s 
like. At some festivals, they just give you a Portakabin, if 
you’re lucky, and the line-up is poor. But they’ve made 
the effort with this, we’ll stick around. Besides, Nigel has 
a VW camper, so he’ll be staying.” 

The festival show precedes the release of Dodgy’s 
new album, What Are We Fighting For? 

It’s the follow-up to 2012’s Stand Upright In A Cool 
Place, which was a commercial and critical success. 

“What are we fighting for? We’re fighting for love, 
mate, that’s what,” adds Priest. “We had a really good 
connection from the last album and we just let this one 
happen. We didn’t have a record company breathing 
down our necks. We started producing songs we were 
really happy with. It’s quite important to us to be releas¬ 
ing new music. 

“We’ll always play the hits. Not playing them would be 
like having a great centre forward and not sticking him 
on the pitch. It’s what we do, it’s who we are.”

“Charlie actually said yes to coming 
back before McBusted happened. But 
by the time he’d agreed, we’d already 
booked that tour. We kept in touch 
to see how he felt over the next year 
and it went from there. Then we all 
decided to go in the studio together 
and once we’d written new songs, it 
felt great.”

Looking to make the 
nation proud once again 


T he 2016 Olympic Games will live 
long in the memory, particularly 
for Team GB’s athletes who 
achieved their highest medal haul for 
108 years - even surpassing the 
extraordinary home Games in London 
2012. And now it’s time for Britain’s 
Paralympians to do the business in 
Brazil. 

Tonight, host Clare Balding is back, 
along with The Last Leg’s Adam Hills, 
at the famous Maracana Stadium in 
Rio for what promises to be a 
spectacular ceremony to mark the 
start of the 15th Paralympic Games. 

Expect a Brazilian carnival 
atmosphere to accompany the 
athletes’ parade, which will the first 
chance to catch a glimpse of the 
Team GB athletes who are hoping to 
top the 120 medals they won at 
London 2012. 

The team is packed full of reigning 
Paralympic, world and European 
champions, and expectations are high 
- can the athletes build on the 27 
golds won by Team GB in Rio a few 
weeks ago? Tonight, Balding and Hills 
will be joined by a number of British 
medal prospects. 


Swimmer Ellie Simmonds will be 
competing at her third Paralympics, 
having won two gold medals at Beijing 
in 2008, then adding two more plus a 
silver and bronze in 2012. 

Meanwhile, 23-year-old world record 
breaking wheelchair racer ‘Hurricane’ 
Hannah Cockroft, has been dominant 
in the T34 class for years and will also 
be looking to add to her two golds 
from London. 

Johnny Peacock nearly died from 
meningitis aged five, but was a 
Paralympic gold medallist at 18. Now 
the sprinter has his sights firmly set 
on retaining his 100m title in Rio. 

David Weir tried all manner of 
sports before falling for wheelchair 
racing. 

Now the ‘Weirwolf’ will be attending 
his fifth Games, having made his 
debut in Atlanta in 1996. 

He won Britain’s only track and field 
golds in Beijing before his four golds 
in London. 

And finally there’s cycling supremo 
and former swimmer Sarah Storey, 
Great Britain’s most decorated female 
Paralympian, having won 11 Gold, 


eight Silver and three Bronze medals 
across six Paralympic Games. 

But aside from these more well 
known athletes, Balding and Hills will 
also be profiling several up and 
coming stars ready to shine for Team 
GB in Rio. 

Libby Clegg recently broke the world 
record in the Til 200m at the 
Anniversary Games last year, and 
Kadeena Cox will be competing in both 
the cycling and the athletics this year. 

Lee Pearson will be looking to add 
to his 10-gold medal haul in the 
equestrian, alongside 67-year-old five¬ 
time gold medalist Anne Dunham. 

Meanwhile, Gordon Reid - who won 
the first ever Wimbledon men’s 
wheelchair singles and doubles this 
year - will be competing in the tennis 
along with doubles partner Alfie Hewett. 

Unfortunately, the build up to these 
Games has been plagued with 
problems. However, as with the 
Olympics, the organisers will hope 
that once the action does get under 
way, the athletes will provide the same 
amount of entertainment and 
inspiration as they did in 2012.

Owner Akeel presents a cheque for £250 to a Macmillan representative 


Plenty of room and ideal for a romantic meal or family dining 


IT’S not often I venture out for din¬ 
ner on a work night, but on one 
Wednesday evening, the Sanam 
Balti just seemed so inviting. 

The restaurant, in Cannock Road, 
Chadsmoor, professes to be Cannock’s 
first balti house, having opened its doors 
in 1992. 

It has recently branched out into quiz 
nights, with its inaugural event raising £250 


for Macmillan Cancer Support. My daughter 
and I were instantly welcomed with a warm 
smile and ushered to our table in the light and 
well-decorated premises. 

It’s a large building, but with a great ambi¬ 
ence and ideal for a romantic meal or family 
dining. Large parties can be catered for with a 
separate room upstairs. 

The menu is varied and it was refreshing to 
see many new dishes. My daughter is vegetar¬ 
ian, but was well provided for. We both reg¬ 
ularly eat Indian food so it was refreshing to

see that there was a lot to choose from on the 
vegetarian menu. 

Rarely have I seen in Indian restaurants 
a children’s menu, but here was one at the 
Sanam, of both English and Indian food, en¬ 
abling children to enjoy a night out with their 
families. 

Akeel, the owner, was quick to point out that 
children eat free on a Sunday. The restaurant 


isn’t licensed to serve alcohol, but diners are 
free to take in their own drinks. 

After poppadums, we tried starters, with a 
vegetable platter for my daughter, made up of 
a vegetable samosa, onion bhaji and a mush¬ 
room bhaji and an unusal-looking Ghurka 
kebab, taken from the additional menu for 
myself. Very tasty they both were, too. 

I was already feeling slightly full before our 
mains, my daughter opting for a traditional 
mushroom korma, while I plumped for a tan- 
doori king prawn and salad. These came with 


side dishes of pilau rice and Bombay potatoes 
- which to my mind were the best potatoes I 
have tasted in a Indian restaurant and were 
the perfect accompaniment. 

A wide selection of desserts are available 
should you have space. But we, alas, didn’t.

Hot hatch 
has plenty 
of grunt to 
get going

I rather like hot hatches. There’s something 
brilliant about a nippy, sharp-handling car 
that comes in a handily-sized package. 

That’s exactly how I’d describe the Seat Ibiza Cu- 
pra. It’s powered by a 1.8-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine which produces just shy of 190bhp. 

Though that might not sound impressive straight away, 
the torque figure certainly is - 320Nm. This is the most use¬ 
ful part of the car, and it means that the little Cupra has more 
than enough grunt to handle almost every situation. 

I was handed a car with under 200 miles on the clock, 
which means it’s in that irritating running-in period. You’ve 
got to keep the revs and the speed in check, and this can be 
close to infuriating in a hot hatch. 

That said, with the amount of torque mentioned, it’s an 
easy car in which to travel along briskly without really need¬ 
ing to stress the engine. This also makes it immensely easy 
to drive on the motorway, and thanks to a sixth gear it’s qui¬ 
et, too. 

System 

The interior of the car is solid, and features a large in¬ 
fotainment screen that incorporates Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. It’s a system that works really well, and the 
sound it emits isn’t half bad either. 

The seats aren’t too heavily bolstered, as is on-trend with 
hot hatches of late, but that isn’t such a bad thing - they still 
do the job just fine. 

Everything feels as though it’s had a good amount of 
thought lavished upon it, so it’s worth paying to appreciate 
what’s on offer. 

So what are the initial impressions of the Cupra? Well, 
it’s a car that does anything but become unstuck around 
the bends. 

Even keeping the revs low, you can easily carry speed 
through the twisty stuff thanks to handling that is confidence 
inspiring at all times. There’s great weight to the steering, 
and this can be increased by pressing the Sport button on 
the dash. 

It also sounds like a proper hatch. We’re quite sure it fea¬ 
tures some piped-in noise, but from the outside it certainly 
gives off a sporty exhaust note. Just what a hot hatch needs, 
then. 

On a recent trip to Silverstone it coped just fine with mo¬ 
torway miles, riding well on some less-than-perfect surfac¬ 
es. I wasn’t able to get it out on to the track (and I think the 
factory fresh gearbox will thank me for that) but I’ve got an 
inkling that it would be a hoot on the circuit. One day soon, 
perhaps. 

I’m looking forward to seeing how the Cupra loosens up 
over time. 

We’ll be pitting it against some rivals shortly, and I’m quite 
sure it’ll hold its own.

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Bold new 
look for 
Kia’s SUV 
Sorento

Kia’s flagship SUV has a bold new look, but 
can it compete with its established (and very 
popular) 4x4 rivals? 

The immediately obvious change is the curvy new 
body, but that’s not the only alteration Kia has made 
to its flagship SUV. Under the skin, there’s an all-new 
platform with a stronger structure, an upgraded en¬ 
gine range, improved steering and revised suspen¬ 
sion. 

Inside, the cabin has a more premium feel and there’s 
some pretty impressive equipment hiding in there too. 

The trade-off for all these improvements, though, is a 
slight price increase - around 5 per cent to be exact. So 
has the Sorento lost its key selling point, or is it merely an 
even more capable alternative to the seven-seat SUV estab¬ 
lishment? 

As well as being longer, wider and lower than its prede¬ 
cessor, the new Sorento looks far beefier than the old car, 
not to mention more curvaceous. The bluff front end is 
adorned with a rather turgid version of the tiger-nose grille 
that comes across so aggressively on the Cee’d, and the 
rounded lights give a distinctly un-Kia-like doe-eyed look. 

Nevertheless, it’s actually quite an attractive-looking 
beast, albeit in a cuddly kind of way. It certainly won’t look 
out of place in the school car park sitting alongside the 
XC90s, Outlanders and Q5s of this world. 

Because the new Sorento is bigger than its forebear, inte¬ 
rior space has greatly improved. In the ‘standard’ five-seat 
configuration, the 605-litre boot will be more than enough 
for a family’s holiday luggage or ferrying kids’ sports kit to 
and from practice sessions. 

Pop the two rear seats up to create a seven-seater, 
though, and that space is compressed to 142 litres, which 
sounds like more than it is. You’d struggle to fit a small suit¬ 
case in there. 

The upside of that is that you get seven seats capable of 
carrying adults, albeit too cramped to be considered com¬ 
fortable. Kids, however, will likely find they have plenty of 
room. 

Refined 

Like most SUVs of this size, the Sorento hardly handles 
like a sports car, but it’s refined, comfortable and generally 
a very pleasant steer. Vigorous cornering results in quite a 
lot of body roll, but it’s no worse than, say, a Mitsubishi Out- 
lander. The advantage of that roll, however, is a smooth ride 
- the undulations are soaked up with minimum fuss. 

The 2.2-litre engine feels chunky enough to ensure pro¬ 
gress is adequate, but it never feels anything like fast. More 
importantly, though, it’s refined. Cruising along the motor¬ 
way at a steady 70 won’t necessitate an increase in stereo 
volume or raised voices, and while there’s a mild grumble 
when you’re setting off, it isn’t especially intrusive. 

Four-wheel drive is standard across the range, so travers¬ 
ing muddy fields won’t be a problem, but Kia is well aware 
that the Sorento is more likely to be seen on the school run 
than a green lane, so a lack of ground clearance means the 
off-road performance is acceptable, rather than impressive. 

It’s efficient, though, returning 46.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and 41mpg on test. The 161g/km carbon dioxide 
emissions aren’t bad either, and they keep tax relatively low 
for both private and business customers. 

Value has traditionally been one of Kia’s big selling points, 
and the Sorento’s £28,795 starting price compares favoura¬ 
bly with the likes of the less spacious Land Rover Discovery 
Sport. Towards the top of the range, though, the Kia seems 
to lose its price advantage. The upper-mid-range ‘3’ mod¬ 
el we tested came in at almost £36,000, while top-spec ‘4’ 
variants get an asking price of almost £41,000. That’s only 
£5,000 cheaper than the cheapest version of the larger and 
more prestigious Land Rover Discovery. 

That said, the Kia does feel almost as premium as the 
ageing Discovery. The cabin plastics are exemplary, and 
the build quality seems to be pretty good too. There’s even 
plenty of equipment, with our test car getting leather seats, 
satellite navigation, two-zone air conditioning, 18-inch al¬ 
loys, heated seats front and rear, a heated steering wheel... 

The list goes on and on.

But having witnessed a fitting nod to the past, 
Weaver and the 15-strong committee are determined 
to drive the club forward and increase their 400-plus 
membership. 

The club participates in a number of leagues in¬ 
cluding the Birmingham and District Cross Country 
League, West Midlands Young Athletes Cross Coun¬ 
try League, Heart of England Young Athletes League 
and were promoted to the Premier Division of the 
Youth Development League for this year’s track and

field season. “It’s a really vibrant club with lots of 
different age groups,” said Weaver. 

“It’s one of the few places where there is a mix 
of people of different ages and from different back¬ 
grounds. The atmosphere is really good. 

“One of the things I would like us to do is bridge the 
gap between the youngsters and the club stalwarts. 

“We have a thriving junior section and then the 
older members and stalwarts from 35-40 upwards. 

“It’s the late 20 and early 30s area where we would 
like to get more people.” 

While Weaver is seeking to increase adult member¬ 
ship, there is an endless supply of young talent on the 
club’s books. 

They include the Oliarnyk sisters - 14-year-old 
pentathlete Iris and sprinter Josie, 16 - sprinter 
Charles Hilliard and 400m runner Joe Rogers. 

“We have a lot of talented youngsters,” added 
Weaver. “Joe represented England at under-18 level 
last year at 400m and Charles, Iris and Josie all won 
medals at the England national indoor champion¬ 
ships in Sheffield in February.” 

Under-15 athlete Tristan Dunn is another promis¬ 
ing youngster having been ranked first in the UK last 


year in both the hammer and shot. The recent cross 
country season saw Halesowen’s under-17 girls team 
take the title with Lily Higgins winning the league 
series. Halesowen as a whole finished fifth out of the 
21 teams that take part across the four age groups. 

“We are very pro-active in terms of identifying 
talent and we also have good links with the local 
schools,” said Weaver. 

“We run a Saturday club for youngsters up to the 
age of 13. They can just come and sample various 
events without specialising too early. It’s a pathway 
into the club without being competitive. 

“If they show any promise then they can go along 
on a Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday night or whatever 
and have specialised coaching for the event they are 
good at. We have good coaches here and a wide range 
of coaches.” 

Record 

But the success is not confined to the youngsters. 

Alan Smallwood competes in the over-70 race-walk¬ 
ing events and in 1993 he set an all-time record in the 
over-50s age category in the 3000m (13.06) which still 
stands today. 

Marc Turner, who now races in the over-40s age 
category, has been running alongside the best in the 
UK for a number of years and won a silver medal in 
the 800m at last year’s World Masters. 

“One of the big things about the club is that you 
don’t have to be a competitive runner,” Weaver said. 

“We deal with the elite end of athletics, but also 
welcome the mass participation runners who just 
want to get fit and don’t want to compete. 

“We are not an elite club. Some people might feel 
it’s a bit intimidating to join a club, but it’s not. 

“If they take the courage to come down they will be 
made more than welcome.”

With the new headline measures this 
year, the school has increased the 
percentage of students achieving A*-C 
in English and Maths to more than 
66%. EBACC results, which incorporate 
grades for Maths, English, Sciences, 
History, Geography and Modern Foreign 
Languages have also increased to 
maintain the upward trend. 

Top student Peter Parcsami achieved 
nine A* and three A grades with Bilal 
Shafiq, James Moss, Eve Bailey and 
Hollie Hutchinson netting more than 20 
A* and nine A grades between them. 

David Mountney, Aldridge School head 
teacher, said: "As with our superb 
A-level results last week, the GCSE 
results today once again demonstrate 
the school's commitment to achieving 
excellence together. 
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"These are a very pleasing set of results 
given the radical government changes 
to the exam system which has 
impacted on all Year 11 students. These 
students have coped with these 
challenges in a most mature way. They 
truly deserve their success." 

Of the students who sat GCSEs at the 
school in a full range of subjects the 
school expects more than 67 per cent 
to stay onto study A-levels at its sixth 
form, with others opting for college 
courses or apprenticeships.
